He ssid it wau wholly impossible for shipowners 
to maintain their position if they were left not 
only unprotected but wers hampered by every 
kind of restrictive legislation. He could not 
understand why shipowiers should be expscted 
to be put in o totally different category to 
traders. They got no help from the Goyern- 
mont, and they were indebted to their brains 
for holding their position under the British 
flag. His company had resisted attempts to 
put some of their tonnage under the Ruisian 
fing, and had lost something like £200,000 by 
it, Place after place, hid been closed in their 
face and the time had come when the British 
Government should gay plainly - ‘to everyone 
that every door that was open to British ship- 
owners ehould be kept open, and that nothing 
should -be allowed to prevent British owners 
from enjoying such rights as they now had, 
We havo alitady had by ‘telegraph the news 
that it has been decided to continue the Siberi- 
anRailwayalong the Bhike andthe Upper Amur 
Rivere. It is now stated that from Sitrotmsk, 
which is the point of departure for the Man- 
ohurian Railway, the Siberian Railway will be 


‘continued ss far-as Pokrovks, a amall village at' 
which the Amur River becomes navigable dur- 
ing the spring and summer. The continuation 
of the Siberian Railway on Chinese soil, instead 
of being extended to Khabarovsk, isaleted the 
basin of the Amur, and theattack on Blagorest- 
shansk by the Chinese hands of robbers showed 
clearly the danger of thisiselation.
